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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -7 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to disclose a data server for transferring log data 
thereto, wherein the data server constructs a plan for transfer of data for each of a 
plurality of remote devices according to the amount of data and signal strength and 
determines a transfer period start and end time based on the transfer size of log data. 

Satt et al. (Satt) (US Patent Publication No. 2004/0248583 A1), in view of 
Gopalakrishnan et al. (Gopalakrishnan) (US Patent Publication No. 2004/0203968 A1), 
discloses a data transfer server that scheduled transmission of the data to the server 
from a plurality of remote devices based on data size. However, the combination of Satt 
and Gopala do not teach constructing a transfer period with start and end times for each 
remote device. The prior art of record either singularly or in combination fails to teach 
the above claimed limitations for claim 1 and is therefore the reason for allowance. 
Claims 2-7 are dependent on claim 1 and are therefore allowed under the same 
reasons set forth above.
